Dear Friends, 


Hem the Lord hath yet ſpared, as a Rem- 
nant amongſt thouſands, and hath not ſpa- 
red many before you, who-brought not 
forth fruits worthy of thoſe extraordinary 

kindneſles and mercies that have been received from 
the hands of our loving God, whoſe interts was 
not hereby, and in overturning many,. and ſparing 
you, that you ſhould lult after what they luſted, nor 
ſet up your ſelyes as others b=tore you did, by mgking 
your ſelves great, rich, and honorable in this world ; 
nor flatter one another, as others, did with the titles 
of the Heathen, who profeſt that which you do, nor 
to be 'friends tq-the Saints of the: meſt High, as you 
profefſe your ſelves to be,. and are reſerved as 


a handfull tor the leitwg up of truth, righteouſnelle, 
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juſtice, and mercy, in theſe Nations 3 and for the pre- 
ſervation and protection of juſt men, from all vio- 
lence and injury which hitherto you have not done: 
and one ground wherefore you ſopleaded, was, be- 
cauſe you wanted power; your plea in that is voyd, 
and the Lord hath overturned once more that you 
might have powerz now 1s yoar* tryall come again: 
itsnot your words (any more then thoſe that are gone 
before) that will ſatisfy. Your adverſaries in Scotland, 


and eliewhere, have learnt faire words, and glorious 


pretences : your words without fruits are vain; yet 
15 our hearts more-enclined to hearken to you, be- 
cauſe we-know theirs many among you have a great 
love to Gods people, and true delires begot in Tn 
to do well, if you would not hearken to your home- 
councellors that ſtifles before brought forth; the door 
is yet open to you, that ye _ return, waſh, and be 
clean; now thinke. with your ſelves, while ye are ſeek- 
ing to pleaſe the world, by upholding of thoſe things 
that they love,as lordly Titles, whereby the children 
of this world love to pleaſe and flatter one another, 
with Humble Servant, Excellency, Highneſſe, Honour, 
Worſhip, and the like, when they are the Divels ſer- 
vants, and would deſtroy one another for earth and 
titles, having not truth in the heart: neither do you 
1mitatethe Heathen in their foolith habits, Behaviours, 
Cuſtomes, Oppreſfion, Pride, Lightnelle, Scofting, 
and the like, with curious fine words whereby many 
fimple hearts are deceived: for if herein you be 
found the ſame men many were under OLIVER, 
RICHARD, and the late PARLIAMENT; and little 
alteration or change wrought in you, whereby you 
come to {ce the vanity of what your have been, as to 
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your old Converſations; if here you ſtand, and come 
not to witneliie a Change from what you were, that 
the minde, and will of our God, you may know, and 
do that to all whom God hath ſet you over as Ru- 
lers, you become ſavoury, in all meekneſle, ſelt-de- 
niall, and lowlinefle of minde, as becometh thoſe 
waom make mention of his Name, 1n that which-1s 
truly Ver:uous, Excellent, Noble, rightly, and truly 
Honourable, that in the reality you may be, not putr 
up with what you are not, that to our God' you ma 
give praile, who makes to differ, that your raiſe 
may be of God, and not of men, who gweth every 
=_ and perfet gift; praiſes to him. And the 

leſſing is upon them which ſeeks the Honour of 
God, 'and not its one: in the world there are many 
Lords, and Gods, but we, who in meaſure, are not of 
the world, have but one God, and Lord, Eph .4. 6. : 

And happy ſhall you be, if faithful to the Lord; 
for then ſhall his worke proſper in your hands, and 
peace, and ſettlement ſhall attend you, and won- 
derfull thall the Lord appeare amongſt you, as of old, 
and Nations ſhall bow before you 3 but 1f {till you 
remaine in the nature which -promiſes liberty to 
others, and you your ſelves ſervants to (in, -and cor- 
ruption, then will not you be accounted worthy, tor 
the bringing forth of thoſe glorious things, that you . 
your ſelves promiſe, and-thouſands of your dear 
friends expetts: and'loath are we-to ſee-you, whom 
the Lord hath fo often tryed, and viſited by his love; 
to be made as a thing of nought, ever as others be« 
fore you, through their own tearfulnefie:: for how 
ſhould you, if-you yet flatter the lying Hirelings of 
this Nation, by your perfonall confirmity to _ 
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and their Mother, their two blind eyes, and ofF-pring. 


of filth, the rwo Univer ties, (0 called, from whence 
they have learned a trade to deceive, Iye, dillem- 
ble, and commit all manner of wickednelle, where 
they have their degrees of Maſter-ſhip? O rhe tine 
that ariſes from them, 15 reached up to Heaven, and 
cryes forvengeance, and theyare come with all their 
train of ſtarelineſs, in remeinbrance before the Lord ; 
and: juſt is he that judges the uluings out 'of theſe

Now if theſe things be kept.up, the Woes and Ven- 
geance of God will purſue;theupaolders, yea verily, 
will root out thoſe that/may. root out Iniquity, aizd 
wiltnot; this ſhall be kaown.. I:-heretorc beware what 
po that eſtabliſhmegt.ye. may come to, the wayy 

for your ſelves tb be elt3bljſh'd,inthatwhich chang: 
eth not, out of the tranſgrefiign, they ſhall yoy 454 
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bliſh that in the earth which ſhall ſtand, and be firme
